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JAMES  LOCKHAET  AUTRY  AND  HIS  PAPERS 


Ihe  Fondren  Library  received  in  summer  of  1959 
its  largest  and  most  important  collection  of  manu- 
scripts up  to  this  time,  the  papers  of  James  Lockhart 
Autry  given  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Edward  Watson  Kelley, 
president  of  the  Friends  of  the  Fondren  Library  and  a 
Rice  alumna,  and  her  daughter,  Allie  Autry  Kelley,  who 
was  shortly  afterwards  married  to  Joseph  Elmer  Dittmar 
of  Dallas.  13ie  collection  is  the  corpus  of  papers 
left  at  Judge  Autry* s  death,  although  at  some  time  in 
his  life  he  must  have  alienated,  lost,  or  discarded 
some  of  his  files,  for  example,  those  relating  to 
his  law  practice  in  Corsicana.  While  connected  with 
The  Texas  Company,  Judge  Autry  arranged  the  papers  in 
manilla  folders,  to  which  were  assigned  numbers:  500 
through  939,  2000  through  2037,  2100  through  2102,  and 
2500  through  2501,  and  for  which  were  prepared  both 
numerical  and  alphabetical  indexes.  Though  kept  in 
his  office  in  the  Company  building  and  though  in  many 
instances  pertaining  to  Company  business,  the  papers 
were  his  personal  property,  as  the  Judge  was  careful 
to  record.   In  accordance  with  the  best  archival  prac- 
tice, the  Judge's  classification  has  been  preserved. 
Because  of  the  great  bulk  of  the  papers — running  to 
twenty  lineal  feet — no  detailed  description  is  possible, 
but  suggestions  can  be  offered  of  the  nature  of  the 
collection.  As  the  organic  unity  of  the  collection  is 
accumulation  by  one  man,  the  details  of  the  accumulator's 
biography  are  pertinent. 

Born  in  Holly  Springs,  Mississippi,  on  November  h 
1859^  the  only  child  of  his  parents,  James  Lockhart 
Autry  and  Jeanie  Valliant,  James  Lockhart  Autry  the 
younger  early  showed  the  traits  that  were  to 
characterize  his  entire  life:  physical  beauty,  keen 


intelligence,  probity  of  character,  devotion  to  duty, 
happy  relations  with  members  of  his  family  and  all  who 
came  in  touch  with  him,  and  a  cheerful  We Itanschauung . 
Though  a  devout  churchman  all  his  life — he  served  as 
vestryman  of  St.  John's  Church  in  Corsicana,  St.  Mark's 
Church  in  Beaumont,  and  Christ  Church  in  Houston — and 
seemingly  one  who  inclined  toward  Anglo-Catholicism  (for 
example,  he  often  assisted  at  solemn  high  masses  at 
the  Church  of  St.  Mary  the  Virgin  when  he  was  in  New 
York),  he  had,  as  many  another  southerner,  some  puri- 
tanical traitsj  he  indulged  in  neither  alcoholic  drink 
nor  tobacco.  For  a  short  while,  during  the  I87OS,  he 
attended  the  University  of  the  South  at  Sewanee, 
Tennessee,  where  he  was  a  friend  of  William  Crawford 
Gorgas,  with  whom  he  subsequently  engaged  in  some 
correspondence.  Upon  leaving  Sewanee,  Autry  moved  to 
Corsicana,  near  which  was  located  the  land  granted  by 
the  Republic  of  Texas  to  his  grandfather  who  had  been 
killed  at  the  siege  of  the  Alamo.  There  he  studied  law 
in  the  office  of  Eichard  Channing  Beale  (l8if6-l889),  a 
Virginian,  in  whose  home  he  also  lived.   In  I879  a-nd 
again  in  I88I-I882  Autry  served  as  enrolling  clerk  of 
the  house  of  representatives  of  the  Texas  legislature. 
Having  been  admitted  to  the  bar,  he  was  a  judge  in 
Navarro  County  and  afterwards  became  well  known  as  an 
expert  practitioner  before  the  bar.  First  in  partner shi 
with  Beale  in  the  firm  of  Beale  &  Autry,  after  Beale 's 
death  he  was  a  partner,  with  W.  J.  McKie,  in  the  partner 
ship  of  McKie  &  Autry,  limited  to  civil  practice.   In 
1894,  petroleum  was  found  at  Corsicana.   Immediately 
afterwards  experienced  oil  men  from  western  Pennsylvania 
the  then  principal  oil  producing  region,  moved  to 
Corsicana  to  exploit  the  petroleum  resources  there. 
Among  these  was  Joseph  Stephen  Cullinan,  who  came  to 
be  a  client  of  McKie  &  Autry.  When,  in  I9OI  the  Lucas 
Gusher  blew  in  at  Spindle top,  Cullinan  moved  to  Beaumont 
where  he  organized  the  Texas  Fuel  Company,  that  soon 
developed  into  The  Texas  Company.  Cullinan  summoned  his 
attorneys  to  Beaumont.  McKie,  who  had  no  intention  of 
living  anywhere  except  in  Corsicana,  returned  after  a 
while  to  that  place,  leaving  Judge  Autry  to  handle 
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Cullinan's  legal  business.  From  J-une  13^  1905^  to 
November  25^  1913^  the  Judge  served  as  director, 
secretary,  and  general  attonaey  of  The  Texas  Company, 
and  with  it  he  moved  in  I908  to  Houston,  \^ere  he  lived 
for  the  remainder  of  his  life.   In  1913^  Cullinan, 
Will  Clifford  Hogg,  and  the  Judge  lost  a  notable  proxy 
fight  within  the  Company,  and  the  three  then  left  it. 
Judge  Autry  continued  his  association  with  Cullinan  in 
the  Farmers  Petroleum  Company,  American  Petroleum 
Company,  and  Republic  Production  Company,  as  well  as 
in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company.  He  served  as  president 
of  the  Farmers  Petroleum  Company,  vice  president  and 
counsel  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  and  vice 
president  of  the  Petroleum  Refining  Company,   On 
Janijary  1,  1915^  he  suffered  a  stroke,  from  which  he 
never  fully  recovered.   He  died  in  Houston  on 
September  29,  1920,  survived  by  his  widow,  Allie 
Kinsloe,  whom  he  had  married  in  Corsicana  on  June  2^]-, 
1896,  a  son,  and  a  daughter,  who  in  the  following 
year  gave  in  his  memory,  to  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  a 
community  house,  Autry  House,  for  Rice  students  and 
faculty,  on  Main  Street  opposite  the  Rice  campus  at 
Outer  Belt  Drive.   Over  the  fireplace  in  Autry  House 
is  set  an  excellent  bronze  bas-relief  likeness  of  the 
Judge,  given  by  Will  Hogg. 

Judge  Autry* s  papers  reflect  every  aspect  of  his 
career  as  well  as  business,  religious,  and  cultural 
aspects  of  the  places  in  which  he  lived.  In  addition, 
he  preserved  papers  accumulated  by  his  grandmother, 
his  father  and  mother,  his  son,  and  a  law  partnor. 

There  are  a  few  items  relating  to  Judge  Autry* s 
grandfather,  Micajah  Autry  (1792-  March  6,  1826),  who 
fell  at  the  Alamo.  Among  these  are  two  letters,  dated 
Memphis,  Tennessee,  December  7,  l835,  and.  Natchitoches, 
Louisiana,  December  13,  l835^  written  by  Micajah  Autry 
to  his  wife,  Mary  Wyche  Putney  (ca.  179^-  28  March 
1866),  as  he  was  on  his  way  to  Texas.   In  the  latter 
letter,  Micajah  Autry  speaks  of  having  encountered 
Peggy  O'Neill  aboard  the  steamboat  Pacific,,  on  which 


he  went  from  Menrphis  to  the  mouth  of  the  Red  River.  Of 
her,  he  wrote,  "Mrs,  Eaton  is  moderately  intelligent, 
extremely  affected  in  her  manners  &  never  could  have  heen 
overly  handsome."  An  undated  letter  hy  Nat  G.  Smith 
reports  news  of  Micajah  Autry's  death.  [There  is  also  a 
photostat  of  the  patent  for  1920  acres  of  bounty  land 
issued  to  Micajah  Autry*s  heirs  hy  Anson  Jones,  on 
February  5^  l846,  for  his  service  at  the  Alamo. 

Approximately  a  hundred  papers  relate  to  Judge  ■ 
Autry's  father,  James  Lockhart  Autry  (January  8  >  I83O  - 
December  31^  I862),  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives of  Mississippi  and  lieutenant  colonel  of  ■'- 
the  27th  Mississippi  Regiment,  C.S.A.,  who  fell  at  the 
battle  of  Stones  River.  lEhese  include  drafts  of  a 
nuiriber  of  speeches  Colonel  Autry  made,  among  them  an 
address  to  the  Democracy  of  Marshall  County,  • 

Mississippi,  introducing  Jefferson  Davis,  and  another 
accepting  the  speakership  in  November  1858.  Among 
letters  to  Colonel  Autry  are  two  by  his  law  partner, 
Lucius  Quintus  Cincinnatus  laraar.  A  few  letters  relate 
to  Micajah  Autry's  estate  in  Texas,  including  one 
written  by  Colonel  Autry  from  Corsicana  in  I851.  A 
number  of  papers  dated  Pensacola,  Florida,  and  Vicksburg, 
Mississippi,  and  Murfreesboro,  Tennessee,  detail  Colonel 
Autry's  service  in  the  Confederate  Am^.   Several  in- 
voices and  other  papers  relate  to  the  reburial  of 
Colonel  Autry's  remains  in  the  City  Cemetery  in  Holly 
Springs  in  February  I866. 

A  substantial  collection  of  papers  are  addressed 
to  Judge  Autry's  mother,  Jeanie  Valliant  (November  6, 
1835 — June  10,  1912),  \jh.o   had  been  married  to  Colonel 
Autry  in  Panola  County,  Mississippi,  on  June  I6,  I858. 
There  appear  to  be  virtually  no  letters  to  her  for  the 
period  of  her  second  marriage,  to  Isaac  Newton  Brown 
(1817-1889),  commander  of  the  Confederate  gunboat 
Arkansas  (and  none  relating  to  Cojnmodore  Brown  except 
the  original  photographic  portrait  that  was  reproduced, 
in  woodcut,  in  Battles  and  Leaders  of  the  Civil  War, 
III,  575^  liut  there  are  letters  addressed  to  her  between 
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the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Colonel  Autry  and  of  her 
marriage  to  Commodore  Brown  in  l875  and  also  from 
about  1899  until  her  death.  Among  them  are  two  letters^ 
one  by  William  Mercer  Green,  bishop  of  Mississippi, 
informing  her  he  had  appointed  her  son  to  a  scholar- 
ship at  the  University  of  the  South,  and  another  by 
Josiah  Gorgas,  vice  chancellor  of  the  University 
relating  to  her  son's  studies.   I^feiny  of  the  later 
papers  relate  to  the  United  Daughters  of  the  Con- 
federacy, of  which  Mrs.  Brown  was  a  member,  and  to 
the  adratinistration  of  the  plantation  in  Coahoma  County, 
Mississippi,  she  had  inherited  from  Brown. 

A  small  but  interesting  collection  of  materials 
pertain  to  Judge  Autry 's  son,  James  Lockhart  Autry, 
Jr.   (May  I5,  1899  —  August  21,  1922),  who  was  grad- 
uated bachelor  of  arts  from  Rice  in  1921.  As  early 
as  September  I916,  Jimmie,  as  he  was  known  affec- 
tionately, was  a  ham  radio  operator,  with  call  number 
5  ED,  and  a  member  of  the  National  Amateur  Wireless 
Association,  and  a  few  papers  relate  to  his  radio 
interests,  including  the  record  of  a  visit  to  the 
Judge,  after  the  United  States  got  into  World  War  I, 
by  an  agent  of  the  F.B.I,  and  the  Houston  Chief  of 
police,  who  insisted  that  the  Judge  dismantle  a  tall 
flagpole  Jimmie  had  used  as  an  aerial  before  he  had 
dismantled  his  radio  set  in  obedience  to  his  father's 
request.   In  1919  Jimmie  was  first  president  of  the 
Houston  Radio  Club.  Jimmie  was  also  an  automobile 
fancier.   There  are  fifteen  daily  reports  of  an 
automobile  jaunt  he,  his  father's  chauffeur,  and  his 
grandfather,  Harris  E.  Kinsloe  (July  2,  I853 — 
October  27,  1917)^  made  from  Texas  to  Los  Angeles, 
Jime  15-29^  1917^  as  well  as  supplemental  night  letters 
he  sent  his  father,  including  one,  dated  Albuquerque, 
New  Mexico,  June  23,  saying,  "HAD  THREE  BLOW-OUTS 
MUST  BUY  ANOTHER  NEW  TIRE  TELEGRAPH  HUI^TDRED  DOLIARS 
HERE  IMMEDIATELY...."  Later  Jimmie  acquired  a  Stutz 
Bearcat,  that  is  the  subject  of  one  of  his  father's 
file  folders.  When  he  died  in  the  vigor  of  youth, 
of  complications  following  an  appendectomy^  his  mother 
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and  sister  gave  in  his  raeraory  a  building  on  the  grounds 
of  the  Houston  Tiiberculosis  Hospital. 

A  surviving  partner  of  Richard  Channing  Beale 
and  attorney  in  fact  and  agent  of  his  widow^  Autry  came 
into  possession  of  some  of  Beale *s  papers,  which  he 
preserved  among  his  own.  Not  the  least  interesting 
of  these  is  a  diary  Beale  kept,  in  a  ledger,  inter- 
mittently between  September  20,  1868^  and  July  25, 
1876.  Beale  began  the  diary  in  Chicago.   In 
October  I868  he  removed  to  Paris,  Kentucky,  near  which 
he  taught  school.  On  May  1,  I869,  he  arrived  in 
Galveston,  and  until  May  3^  I87O,  he  was  a  partner  in 
a  sawmill  on  Spring  Creek,  seemingly  located  in 
Montgomery  County  but  near  Rose  Hill  in  Harris  County. 
After  working  briefly  in  a  lumber  yard  at  Navasota  and 
peddling  insurance  through  the  east  central  counties 
of  the  state,  in  November  I87O  he  settled  at 
Corsicana,  where  he  was  appointed  deputy  county  clerk 
of  Navarro  Coimty,  He  left  that  job  on  January  1, 
1873^  and  thereafter  devoted  all  of  his  time  and   '  - 
talents  to  the  practice  of  law.  ^e  diary  is  the 
record  of  an  intelligent,  cultivated,  and  good  man 
and  contains  much  useful  material  on  Texas  localities 
during  the  Reconstruction  period,  as  well  as  on  the 
Episcopal  Church,  Sons  of  Temperance,  and  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

The  bulk  of  the  papers  are  those  pertaining  to 
Judge  Autry *s  adult  life.   Other  than  a  few  letters 
from  school  fellows,  they  begin  with  a  sheaf  of 
correspondence  of  I880  treating  the  Judge *s  bid  for 
re-election  as  enrolling  clerk  of  the  house  of 
repre  sentat  ive  s . 

The  collection  includes  much  material,  both 
printed  and  manuscript,  on  The  Texas  Company.  There 
is  a  jjartially  signed  carbon  copy  of  the  agreement 
of  March  21,  I902,  whereby  the  Texas  Fuel  Company, 
a  Texas  corporation;  J.  W.  Gates,  J.  J.  Mitchell, 
George  B.  Harris,  and  J.  F.  Harris,  of  Chicago  and 
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New  York;  and  Arnold  Schlaet,  of  New  York,  and 
J.  S.  Cullinan  and  the  Hogg-Swayne  Syndicate,  by  Rod 
Oliver,  of  Beaumont,  organized  The  Texas  Company. 
At  the  time  the  capital  of  the  Texas  Fuel  Company 
was  $400,000,  represented  by  $50,000  of  capital  stock 
and  $350,000  of  certificates  of  interest.  Mitchell, 
Gates,  and  the  Harrises  agreed  to  buy  $50,000  of 
new  certificates  of  interest,  and  Schlaet,  Cullinan, 
and  the  Syndicate  agreed  to  buy  a  like  amount.  When 
the  total  paid  in  authorized  capital  of  the  Texas 
Fuel  Company  had  reached  $500,000,  the  holders  agreed 
to  incorporate  The  Texas  Company  with  an  authorized 
capital  of  $3,000,000.  The  new  company  should  then  . 
exchange  the  $500,000  of  capital  stock  and  certifi- 
cates of  interest  in  the  old  company  for  $1,250,000 
of  paid  up  stock  in  the  new  company.  Under  the  terms 
of  this  instrument.  The  Texas  Company  came  into  ex- 
istence and  was  chartered  on  April  7;»  1902.  There  is 
a  photostat  of  The  Texas  Company  check  No.  1,  dated 
Nte-y  15>  1903^  drawn  on  the  National  City  Bank  of  : ;  .  ■; 
New  York,  and  payable  to  Jas.  L.  Autry  for  $815. 
There  are  also  copies  of  By-Laws  ^   The  Texas  Company 
Adopted  and  Effective  November  29,  1907 >  and  Revised 
to  Later  Date  (3pp»)i  o^  "tlie  application  (4pp, )  of 
the  Company  addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Stock  List, 
New  York  Stock  Exchange,  Sept,  13,  1910,  petitioning 
for  inclusion  of  its  stock  on  the  regular  list  of  the 
Exchange;  and  of  circulars  A-k260   and  A-k26l   (each 
2pp. )  of  the  Committee  on  Stock  List,  both  dated 
August  13,  1910,  admitting  the  Company  six  per  cent, 
convertible  debenture  bonds  and  capital  stock  to 
the  list,  effective  Ai:gust  21,  I9IO.  As  Cullinan 
later  wrote  of  the  Company,  "Its  original  management, 
its  corporate  attitude  and  activities  were  branded 
with  the  name  Texas  and  Texas  ideals. "  Following  the 
death  of  Charles  Gilbert  Gates  on  October  28,  1913^ 
the  large  stockholdings  he  had  owned  and  controlled 
that  had  always  been  voted  with  those  of  Cullinan 
and  other  Texans,  passed  into  the  hands  of  eastern 
capitalists,  who  wished  not  only  to  dominate  the 
Company  but  also  to  surrender  the  Texas  charter  and 
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to  obtain  a  Delaware  charter  with  wider  corporate 
powers  that  permitted,  among  other  things,  its  prin- 
cipal office  to  be  in  New  York.   On  November  10 _,  1913, 
the  assistant  secretary  of  the  Company  sent  out  a 
circular  (ip. )  announcing  the  regular  stockholders' 
meeting  on  Novmeber  25-  Ihe  eastern  party  within  the 
Company  sent  out  a  proxy  (ip.)  naming  J.  J.  Mitchell, 
A.  B.  Hepburn,  L.  H.  Latham,  J.  N,  Hill,  and  Arnold 
Schlaet,  Ihe  Texas  party  sent  out  a  proxy  (ip. )  nam- 
ing Cullinan,  W.  C.  Hogg,  and  Jas.  L.  Autry.   In  addi- 
tion, on  November  13^  Cullinan  issued  a  printed  letter 
(2pp.)  in  which  he  wrote,  "The  Texas  Company  was  organi- 
zed in  1902  under  Texas  laws;  being  a  Texas  corporation, 
it  is  to  be  conclusively  presumed  that  it  wsls  the  intent 
that  Texas  laws  as  to  management  should  be  observed, 
and,  accordingly,  that  actually  as  well  as  nominally  the 
headquarters  and  governing  authorities  should  be  kept 
and  maintained  in  Texas.  Under  Texas  law,  the  Board  of 
Directors  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  administration, 
whereas  under  practice  certain  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  of  whom  six  out  of  seven  live  outside  the 
State,  have  persistently  undertaken  to  usurp  the  func- 
tions of  the  Board.   When  the  proxies  mentioned  were 
sent  out  it  was  explained  to  some  of  the  larger  stock- 
holders that  if  such  proxies  prevailed  the  election  of 
an  Executive  Committee  would  be  indefinitely  postponed, 
and  this  was  the  most  significant  issue  presented.   It 
was  believed  that  in  this  manner  this  issue,  as  veil  as 
incidental  issues,  could  be  settled  without  undue,  and 
perhaps  hurtful,  friction  and  publicity. "  A  number  of 
newspaper  clippings  that  Judge  Autry  preserved  shows  the 
result.   The  eastern  party  was  in  a  majority.   It  re- 
moved Cullinan  from  the  presidency,  and  the  Judge 
severed  his  connections  with  the  Company. 

There  are  voluminous  materials  on  the  estate  of 
John  Warne  (Bet-a-Million)  Gates,  who  died  in  Paris 
on  August  9,  1911.  Judge  Autry  was  attorney  for  Gates' 
widow  and  son  in  their  application  to  the  county 
court  of  Jefferson  County,  Texas,  for  probate  of  Gates'  . 
will  of  March  I8  and  codicil  of  May  29,  19II.  There 
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are  also  papers  on  the  estate  of  the  son,  Charles 
Gilbert  Gates.      i^^;..      ...       _ 

Judge  Autry' s  papers  indicate  that  though  he 
was  forty-one  years  old  when  the  twentieth  century 
began,  he  was  very  much  of  a  modern  man.  Bulky 
files  relate  to  his  interest  in  automobiles,  especially 
a  Winton  Six,  19 10  model,  of  "v^iich  he  appears  to  have 
taken  great  care.   In  addition,  there  are  materials 
on  the  Texas  Automobile  Association,  the  Automobile 
Club  of  Houston,  and  the  San  Antonio  Automobile  Club, 
as  well  as  on  an  unsuccessful  business  venture,  the 
Magnolia  Motor  Company,  in  which  the  Judge  had 
invested.  Yet  his  modern  mindedness  involved  no 
sacrifice  of  principle.  When  he  drew  up  visitors' 
rules  for  his  motor  yacht.  Aloha,  he  wrote,  "No 
games  of  any  kind  to  be  ever  played  upon  the  boat 
for  any  money  or  thing  of  value — such  being  regarded 
as  Gambling,  and  so  subversive  of  the  true  spirit  of 
Sport.  Poker  is  prohibited  entirely,  not  assuming 
it  to  be  inherently  wicked,  but  because  of  potentiali- 
ties and  tendencies. " 

Perhaps  nothing  indicates  the  qualities  of 
Judge  Autry* s  soul  so  much  as  the  papers  relating  to 
his  Negro  domestic,  Lucy  (Tap)  Waller  (185^ — 
January  9^  19l6),  whom  the  Judge  had  acquired  from 
Beale's  widow  who  had  fetched  her  out  from  her  native 
Virginia.   Tap  regarded  herself  as  a  member  of  the 
Autry  family,  and  the  family  and  their  friends  also 
so  regarded  her.   She  was  deeply  devoted  to  Jimmie. 
She  caught  her  death  of  cold  waiting  in  a  cold  rain 
on  a  street  corner  with  rain  clothes  for  Jimmie  so 
he  would  not  get  wet  when  he  alighted  from  a  trolley 
car.   On  the  day  of  her  death  she  asked  Judge  Autry 
to  draft  her  will  in  which  she  left  everything  she 
owned — some  $1,082.21 — to  Jimmie.   Seemingly  the 
Judge  wrote  the  will  pretty  much  in  Tap*s  own  words: 
"I  hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  James  L.  Autry  Jr. 
...all  property  of  every  kind  owned  by  me — having 
known  and  loved  and  lived  with  him  all  the  days  of 
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his  life  and  he  having  been  always  a  joy  and 
happiness  to  me,  having  watched  his  growth  with 
pride  and  pleasure."  Tap^s  funeral  was  conducted  in 
the  parlor  of  Judge  Autry's  house  at  5  Couortland  Place, 
with  a  white  undertaker,  Settegast-Kopf ,  in  attendance 
and  with  the  Book  of  Conimon  Prayer  burial  office  read 
by  the  rector  of  Christ  Church.  The  remains  were 
covered  with  flowers  sent  by  Houstonians  like  Ima  Hogg, 
and  Jinirnie  and  five  of  his  friends  were  pallbeajrers. 
When  Judge  Autry  was  unable  to  get  Oakwood  Cemetery  in 
Corsicana  and  Glenwood  Cemetery  in  Houston  to  agree 
to  Tap's  burial  on  his  lots,  he  purchased  for  her  a 
lot  in  College  Park  Cemetery  on  West  Dallas  Avenue, 
on  which  he  erected  a  substantial  monument  recording 
that  she  had  been  "FAITHFUL  AND  TRUE." 

Judge  Autry* s  papers  will  no  doubt  prove  valuable 
in  the  future  to  graduate  sut dents  in  history  as  well 
as  to  seniors  preparing  senior  theses.  Perhaps,  also 
their  gift  to  the  Fondren  Library  will  induce  others 
to  donate  to  the  Library  their  own  family  papers.  Mrs. 
Kelley,  who  gave  to  Rice  in  1950  "the  Autry  Court  in 
memory  of  her  mother,  Allie  Kinsloe  Autry  (died  Februar; 
15^  1935)^  bas  now  added  immeasurably  to  the  holdings  o: 
the  Fondren  Library.
